For the second time in three years New Bedford High 
School has captured a state championship in spring 
track. And for the first time since 1983 NBHS holds the 
title of Class A champs. The Whalers outran, outscored, 
and outclassed the competition throughout the season, 
proving once again many of the state’s top pure athletes 
are right here in New Bedford. 

Senior Tim Gonet was just one example, as he posted 
a state-best time of 4:19.8 in the mile. He also ran the 
two mile in 9:41.0 during a rainstorm. The title of “best 
in the stae” also belonged to Rich Woodbury and Jaris 
dones in the long jump and 110 meter hurdles respec- 
tively. Jones posted a 14.5 in the Class A Championships 
while Rich leaped 22.6.
